Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  Connah's  Quay  Urban  District  for  the  year  1959* 

The  estimated  population  for  mid  - year  1959  is  8030  an  increase  of  80 
on  the  figure  for  1958*  The  birth  and  death  rates  are  based  on  this  estimated 
mid  - year  population. 

For  estimating  birth  and  death  rates  for  comparison  with  rates  from  other 
districts  and  the  rates  for  England  and  Wales,  a comparability  factor  is  given 
by  The  Registrar  General  allowance  being  made  for  the  age  and  sex  distribution  in 
the  District.  This  factor  in  1959  being  0.95  for  births  and  1.38  for  deaths* 

Since  NO  useful  purpose  is  served  by  showing  crude  rates  this  will  be  discontinued. 

A total  number  of  births  during  1959  was  183,  24  more  than  in  1958  giving  an 
adjusted  birth  rate  of  21.6  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  a rate  of  19*2 
in  1958,  and  with  the  birth  rate  of  16. 5 for  England  and  Wales  for  1959* 

The  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  was  69  as  compared  with  71  in  1958 
giving  a death  rate  11. 9.  per  1,000  population  as  compared  with  a rate  12.4*  for 
the  district  in  1958 $ and  a rate  of  11.6.  for  England  and  Wales  for  the  year 
under  review. 

There  were  6 deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age  during  1959 > giving 
a rate  of  32,8.  per.  1,000  live  births,  compared  with  a rate  of  22.0.  per  1,000 
live  births  for  England  and  Wales  during  the  year,  and  a rate  of  19*5*  per  1,000 
live  births  in  this  district  during  1958. 

The  principal  cause  of  death  was  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system  of  the  69  deaths  during  the  year  35  occured  from  disease  of  the  heart  and 
circulatory  system,  ( i.e.,)  50«7»  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Cancer  accounted  for 
15  deaths,  (i.e.,)  21.7*  per  cent  of  all  deaths.  Bronchitis  and  other  respiratory 
diseases  accounted  for  7 deaths  (i.e.,)  10.1.  per  cent  of  all  deaths  so  that  these 
three  main  groupes  of  diseases,  (i.e.,)  disease  of  the  heart  and  circulatory 
system,  cancer  and  respiratory  infections  accounted  for  82.6.  per  cent. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis,  compared  with  a death  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  of  77  per  million  population  for  respiratory  tuberculosis  and 
8 per  million  population  for  other  forms  of  tuberculosis. 


There  were  6 deaths  due  to  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus,  and  9 
deaths  from  other  forms  of  cancer.  With  regard  to  infectious  diseases 
there  were  increases  in  the  notifications  of  cases  of  measles  and  whooping 
cough,  there  being  46  cases  of  measles  as  against  17  in  1958  and  14  cases 
-a.**  v.'U' >opin/r  oough  compared  with  one  in  the  previous  year. 

There  was  a decrease  in  the  fresh  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified  during 
the  year,  14  in  1958  to  6 in  the  year  under*  r-ovjow,  and  during  1959  notificat- 
ions were  received  of  one  caso  of  meningitis  and  3 cases  of  pneumonia. 

The  milk,  ice  - cream  and  water  samples  taken  during  the  year  were 
satisfactory. 

To  conclude  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  I must  thank  all  members  of  your  Health 
Committee  for  their  continued  support,  and  in  particular,  your  Chairman, 
Councillor  M.  Thomas  who  was  particularly  helpful  during  the  year,  I should 
also  like  to  thank  your  Clerk,  Mr.  L.  Williams,  amd  indeed  all  your  Officials, 
who  gave  me  their  continued  and  willing  help  during  the  year.

Sanitary  Circumstances  in  the  Area. 

WATER . 

Present  Supply  and  Description  of  Works. 

The  district  is  supplied  with  water  from  two  sources,  the  greater  part  comes 
from  tappings  on  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct,  and  is  passed  directly  to  the  district. 
The  remainder  of  the  water  is  taken  from  the  Council's  own  Gathering-Ground  at 
the  waterworks. 


i3) 


The  Waterworks  onmprise-  wooded  under  - drained  Gathering  Ground  of  some  12  acres  in 
extent,  from  which  a main  drain. oonveys  water  to  a chemical  house  and  ooagulation  tanks. 
From  these  tanks,  water  passes  into  two  storage  reservoirs  of  100,000  and  250,000  gall, 
capacity  respectively,  and  is  pumped  through  two  pressure  filters  and  base  exchange 
type  softener  to  a treated  water  storage  tank  of  100,000  gallons  capacity,  the  filtered 
water  is  chlorinated  on  route  from  the  softener  to  the  storage  tank. 

QUANTITY 

125,167,000  galls,  were  supplied  to  the  District?  of  this  quantity  44,362,000 
galls,  were  from  the  Birkenhead  Aqueduct  and  8Q805,000  galls,  from  the  Councils  own 
gathering  - ground.  , 

QUALITY.  / 

13  samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  examination  during  the  year,  and  3 
samples  for  ohomlonl  examination.  All  were  satisfactory. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

The  sewage  is  turned  untreated  from  various  outfalls  into  the  River  Dee  and  at 
present  a Consulting  Engineer  is  preparing  a Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  for  the  whole  area. 
RIVER  AND  STREAMS. 

The  Outlets  of  two  streams  into  the  River  are  contiguous  with  the  outlets  of  the 
sewerage  and  at  high  tide  this  causes  back  flooding  of  the  streams  with  a consequent 
deposit. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

Public  cleansing  is  carried  out  satisfactorily. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL. 

A weeKxy  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during  the  year.  The 
refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  a centrally  situated  site.  This  tip  is 
levelled  daily  using  a Ferguson  tractor  fitted  with  an  earthmover  blade,  and  covering 
material  is  obtained  from  a sandpit  owned  by  the  Council.  Insecticides  are  used  to 
control  insects,  and  rodent  operator  carries  out  regular  control  measures  against  rats. 
SMOKE  ABATEMENT . 

Some  observations  and  visits  were  made  concerning  excessive  emission  of  smoke 
from  factories  and  this  excess  was  not  due  to  defective  structure  for  combustion,  but 
chiefly  to  methods  of  firing. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  swimming  baths  and  pools  in  the  area.  Open  air  bathing  takes  place 
in  the  River  Dee  And  during  the  summer  months  beach  guards  are  appointed  and  during 
school  holidays.  The  nearest  indoor  swimming  baths  are  5 miles,  away.  The  Council 
have  however,  plans  in  hand  for  the  eroction  of  a swimming  bath  and  Assembly  Hall 
on  the  Civic  Centre  at  Wepxe  Drive,  and  it  is  hoped  that  construction  will  commence 
during  i960, 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

During  the  year  rodent  control  measures  were  carried  out  by  a man  employed 
jointly  as  rodent  operator  and  tip  attendant,  and  the  following  work  was  carried  out

Samples  were  taken  from  the  dealer  registered  to  manufacture  ice-cream  by 
the  complete  cold  mix  method  and  from  retailers  registered  for  the  storage  and  sale 
of  ice-cream.

All  registered  retailers  sell  prepacked  ice-cream,  a number  of  retailers  from 
outside  the  area  visit  the  District  in  the  evenings  and  at  week-ends  selling  loose 
ice-cream.  Inspections  of  these  vehicles  were  mad°  from  time  to  time,  and  while 
facilities  for  providing  hot  water  were  usually  available,  these  were  not  always 
being  used.  This  was  taken  up  with  the  retailers  concerned  and  improvements  obtained, 
but  due  to  frequent  changes  of  staff  this  improvement  was  not  maintained  without 
constant  inspection. 

(8)  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 

There  was  a continuation  in  the  improvements  in  food  handling  during  the  year, 
particularly  in  the  refitting  of  premises 5 but  there  have  still  been  difficulties  in 
ensuring  that  persons  employed  in  the  shops  make  the  fullest  use  of  the  facilities 
provided. 

The  use  of  mobile-shops  in  the  newly  developped  areas  still  continues,  but  there 
has  been  an  improvement  in  the  hygiene  of  these  vehicles. 

(9)  Meat  Inspection. 

There  are  three  licensed  slaughterhouses  in  the  District  of  which  two  are 
small  premises  handling  the  requirements  of  the  occupiers,  and  the  other  slaughter- 
house is  operated  by  a wholesale  supply  company  which  supplies  meat  in  the 
Deeside  area,  and  part  of  Cheshire.  Most  of  the  Slaughtering  is  carried  out  in  the 
late  afternoon  and  evenings  on  Mondays,  Tuesdays  and  Wednesdays  and  Sunday  mornings 
and  afternoons.  To  carry  out  an  efficient  inspection  of  this  meat  it  has  been 
necessary  for  the  inspection  to  be  made. outside  normal  hours,  and  38O 
hours  overtime  were  worked  during  the  year.
